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The Rey. Dr. VER MrEHR’s “Report to the Board of Miss on the next 
two pages is copied from a rare number of the Spirit of Missions, issue of April, 
1850, furnished by Bisuop NicHous, with his usual kindly thought and ‘*care of 
all the churches,” thus supplying an otherwise missing link in the chain picto 
rial—the ‘‘ drawing of GRACE CHAPEL” referred to therein and accompanying the 
article, being the only picture of the building obtainable.

“7 think it my duty, and esteem it my privilege, to give 
you as often as possible information of my doings in this 
station, where I feel more and more that I have been en- 
trusted with a most important work.

‘Grace Chapel,” a drawing of which I send you for publi- 
cation in the Spirit of Missions, was opened on the 29th of 
December, neatly finished, at a cost of eight thousand 
dollars 

“It is a spacious building, to be extended with compara- 
tively small expense, and holding now five or six hundred 
worshippers. 

“On Epiphany Sunday I administered communion to twenty- 
five communicants, which fs much for the rainy season 

“On the Second Sunday after Epiphany I announced the 
opening of a Parish School for all Episcopal children on 
the following Monday; and since, this school is in operation 
daily, under my own tuition, 

“On further consideration I have postponed the organiza- 
tion of a Vestry, keeping its Missionary character to the 
Church, and more freedom and usefullness in my work at 
large. 

“T rely for support on the weekly offertory, except on 
Communion Sundays, when it is for charitable purposes, 
and the people are not backward in their duty, as they are 


faithful and attentive in their aftendance.

N the seventh day of October, A. D. 1849, at the south- 

west corner of Stockton and Green streets, in the house 

of Mr. FRANK Warp, a leading merchant of those days, the 

REv. Dr. JoHN L. Ver Menre conducted the service that led 

up to the permanent organization of GRACE PARISH, on the 
28th day of April, 1850. ‘ 

The true history of we Parish began in New York in 
January, 1849. At that date the Rev. Dr. VER MEHR was 
appointed by the Board of Missions to proceed to California 
for the purpose of founding the Church there. 

Sailing from New York in February, 1849, on the vessel 
George Washington, via Cape Horn, he arrived here on the 
7th day of September following. 

The first building of the Parish was known as GRACE 
CHAPEL, and was erected on the southwest corner of Powell 
and John Streets. 

The ‘‘Chapel’’ was opened for services on Sunday, the 
29th of December, 1849, and the Rev. Dr. VER MEHR was 
chosen Rector, pending permanent organization. 

At this time the town consisted of a few houses around 


the plaza. 


At the first Communion, on the Feast of Epiphany, 1850, 
there were twenty-five communicants, while a silver plated 
cup served for a chalice. 

On Wednesday, the 28th day of April, 1850, the organi- 
zation of GRACE PARISH was perfected by the election of the 
following named gentlemen as

At their first meeting, May 2, 1850, the Rev. Dr. JoHNn 
L. Ver Meare was formally elected Rector, which position he 


accepted May 6th. 


In 1851 the congregation had so increased that the Vestry 
decided to erect a larger and more substantial building on 
the same lot on which the ‘‘Chapel”’ stood, but located mid- 
way between Jackson and John streets. 

This idea was promptly carried out, and service was held 
in the new structure on July 22, 1851, and the officiating 
clergymen were the Rey. Dr. VER MeuR and Rev. Dr. R.

In February, 1854, the Rr. Rev. WILLIAM INGRAHAM Kip, 
who had just come to California as the first Missionary 


Bishop of this Jurisdiction, was chosen Rector of GRACE

Assistant Rector for some time.

On Palm Sunday, April 5, 1857, FERDINAND 
~C. Ewer was ordained to the Diaconate in 
ace Church, and on the 14th of April follow- 
ing, was elected by the Vestry Assistant Rector, succeeding 
Rev. Dr. VER MEHR (who had resigned )in that capacity. 

On the 26th of January, 1858, Dr. Ewer was ordained 
to the Priesthood in the same Church, and elected Rector 
thereof, BisHop Kir having relinquished the position and 
departed on a visit to ‘‘the States.’’ 


Dr. Ewer surrendered the Rectorship April 10, 1861. 


Grace Parish increased so rapidly, both in membership 
and means, that the Vestry concluded to build once more, 
and chose the southeast corner of California and Stockton 
streets for the new location. The lot was purchased in 1860, 
and the present building erected thereon. 

The original contract for the construction of this building 
was for forty-nine thousand dollars, but it is said to have cost 
three times that amount, the steel beams, braces and rafters 
which were used to make it earthquake proof alone requiring 
an outlay of twenty thousand dollars. | 

The corner stone was laid by BisHop Krp in May, 1860, 
the edifice was first opened for public worship in Sep- 
tember, 1862, and consecrated in May, 1868. 

BisHop Kre was again in charge of the Parish during the 
first three years of the occupancy of the new building.

While it is true that Grace Church was ‘‘under roof’’ in 
1862, it was not entirely completed until 1890, at which date 
it was remodled to a very considerable extent, and the tower 


finished, involving an additional outlay of about thirty-two 


thousand dollars, 


On November 21, 1865, the Rev. HAn- 
NIBAL GoopWIN, of Marysville, Califor- 
nia, was chosen Rector, and remained 
until June 3, 1867, then accepting a call 


to New Jersey.

In the year 1867 the Rev. GiLes A. EASTON was chosen 
as principal of ‘‘Grace Female Institute,’’ (established 1864) 
succeeding Rev. HANNIBAL GOODWIN in that capacity. Mr.

Rev. JAMES S. BusH, of Orange, New 
Jersey, was elected Rector September 24, 
1867, and remained in charge of the Parish 


until July 31, 1872, when he resigned.

At this juncture the REv. CHARLES G. WILLIAMSON, a 
young English clergyman visiting California, was called to the 
parish, over which he presided about one year. 

In 1874 the Rev. Dr. W. H. Pratt, of Louisville, Ky., 
accepted a call to Grace Parish, and continued Rector thereof 
eight and a half years, going to Rochester, N. Y. in the 


summer of 1882, having accepted a call to that city.

After the departure of the Rev. Dr. PLatr there was no 
regular incumbent.in charge of the Parish for some time, but 
on March 2, 1884, the Rev. RopErT CHESTER Fours, of St. 
Philip’s Church, Atlanta, Georgia, having accepted a call, 
preached his first sermon in Grace Church, and entered upon 


the Rectorate in which he has served ever since.

years ago by the Sunday School, 


and with its richly ornamented 
canopy, presented to the Church. Surely a notable and 
praiseworthy example of generous giving on the part of a 
Sunday School. 

The Reredos, which is a dupli- 
cate from Westminster Abbey, with 
its highly illuminated panels, bearing 
in gold and vermilion text, the 
Creed, the Lord’s Prayer and the 
Decalogue, was the gift of the ‘Ladies 
of the Church Society,’’ in 1867. 

Other gifts to the Church which 
it affords pleasure to mention, both 
on account of the thought that 
prompted them and the associations 
connected with them, as well as from 
a laudable desire to make the record 
complete, are the Hymn- Boards, a 
Memorial to Dr. Gwin from _ his 
daughters, Mrs. Coleman and Miss 


Gwin. 


Additional Memorials are the Alms-Basin ‘In 
Memoriam Maggie Hutchinson, Advent, 1886,’’ and 
the Sanctuary—Rail and Gate ‘‘in loving memory 
of Margaret Greetham Hutchinson, Feast of the 
Nativity, 1886.” 

Still other gifts are the Standard Candelabra, 
the Seven-branched Sanctuary Lights of polished 
brass from Mrs. S. M. Wilson, the Processional 
Cross of hammered brass, the gift of Mrs. William 
H. Crocker, who as Chairman of the Music Com- 
mittee, has been specially interested in improving 
ihe music of the Church and in bringing it to the 
present high standard for which the Parish is so 
justly noted —all of which testify thoughtful interest 
on the part of liberal donors and are fine examples 


of the useful and the beautiful.

marked indeed the ending of the 
FIRST Firry Years of the existence 
of Grace Parish, by the latest gifts

The Organ is placed in the North Chancel aisle, one front facing the transept, the other the 
chancel, occupying a floor space of 17 x28 ft., with key desk and choir gallery in the transept, 
elevated 3 ft. from the auditorium floor. The organ chamber has a height of 35 ft. 

The Case, of pure Gothic order, from design of Mr. Henry Vaughan of Boston, is of 
quartered oak, dark finish, exceeding rich in detail, with displayed pipes of burnished proof tin, 
zoz in number. 

The Key Desk* is of improved construction. A system is introduced by which the registers 


“most used are placed nearest the performer, The Pneumatic Motor* is applied to the Great and 


its couplers, and to the lower octave of the Swell, Choir and Pedal organs. The Register action 
is Tubular Pneumatic.* There are three wind reservoirs, aggregate capacity 135 square ft, All 
the manual chests are on a level, insuring equal temperature. The Swell Box is 12x12 ft. 6in., 
and 10 ft. high, with double louvers. A separate box with adjustable front is located in the rear, 
within, for the Vox Humana. The Organ is blown by a powerful hydraulic engine, operating 
duplex feeders underneath, throwing 50 cubic ft. of compressed air drawn from the interior of 
the organ exclusively, at each movement of its piston. There are two distinct systems of combi- 
nation movement,—by pistons under their manual, affecting the drawstops, throwing on the com- 
bination and taking off all others; and by the usual double acting pedals not affecting them, 
making in all 24 fixed combinations, each different from the other. These systems can be used 
jointly or severally, the changes made with the greatest speed and ease. 

All the stops are full compass of the keyboard. The Reed 16 ft. octavesare fulllength. The 
pitch is 435 A. 

The instrument is notable in that it was built by the day, by a corps of skilled workmen, and 
from selected and kiln«dyied (slow process) woods, and the best material in all departments, a 
combination rarely established in organ building. Hard woods and iron contribute to a perma- 
nent construction. 

The highest consideration has been given to the tonal department, which determines the real 
value of the organ; and harmonics, the purest of tones, freely used. The Diapasons are digni- 
fied and mellow, and the 16 and 8 ft. ‘‘ flue '’ stops maintain their strict character, and are graded 
to combine and solidify the tonal pedestal, upon which is placed the Reed and compound work, 
The voicing throughout, the construction as well, has been under the personal supervision of Mr, 
Treat, and the reed stops by him exclusively. 

It has been the fixed intention of the builders, by the elimination of sensational features aud 
a careful attention to details, to construct aninstrument eminently fitted for use in divine service ; 
to make it a memorial in fact as well as name, and they submit it as an absolute art production.

ae Mm TAR was not originally intended as a 


‘*Memorial,’’ but had long been contemplated simply as a 
Girt to Grace Church by Mr. and Mrs. S. M. Wilson. 

During their travels abroad they had devoted much time 
and thought to the subject, besides viewing numerous 
masterpieces of this order at the leading centers where such 
work is artistically produced. The superb Altar, a combina- 
nation of the rarest Italian marbles, now in Grace Church, is 
the happy result of their researches, It was designed and 
made in Rome, by Signor Orazio Andreoni, the several 
marbles used being Carrara Ravaccione, Bardiglio, Rosso 
Antico and Verde Antique. 

It was unveiled and consecrated on Sunday, May 1, 1892, 
and both Mr. and Mrs. Wilson were present at the service. 

Scarce one brief month had elapsed when Mr. Wilson was 
suddenly cailed to his ‘‘eternal rest’? and on the roth of 
June the mortal remains of the devoted, loving Husband and 
Father rested before the altar that he and his wife had so 
gladly and generously donated. Could anything be more 
fitting therefore than to call this gift the ‘‘Wilson MrmoriAL 


Altar.’*

IN MEMORIAM 


GEORGE W. GIBBS 


SENIOR WARDEN OF GRACE PARISH 
1871-1895 


The announcement of the death of Mr. Gibbs marks, for us, and for all the 
members of this Church, an event of peculiar impressiveness. From that fourth 
Sunday in Advent, 1858, when, in mature manhood, he was confirmed by Bishop 
Kip—in “old Grace Church’’—up to the very last day of his three-score and 
twelve years, this church was the special object of his affection and absorbing 
interest, and to it, he cheerfully rendered a personal service, remarkable, alike, 
for its devotion, zeal and constancy ; as also, for the most munificent benefac- 
tions, many times repeated, and altogether unprecedented in our experience. 

It was truly a day of small things in this old Parish when Mr. Gibbs first 
became a member in 1857, but, encouraged and stimulated by his example in 
doing and in giving, the Parish entered at once upon a new era of prosperity. No 
proposal which commended itself to his judgment, as calculated to enlarge the 
usefulness of the Parish, ever failed to secure his cordial approyal and most 
generous support. He was first elected one of the Vestry in 1860, and was 
appointed at the same time Chairman of the “‘ Building Committee,’ and at the 
first meeting of that committee, the following day, April 17, 1860, the contract 
for building the present church edifice was signed and sealed, and from that day, 
on through all the years that have passed, the Parish Records show that the 
name of George W. Gibbs has been first in every good word and work, 

His marvelous generosity wus only equaled by the modesty and cheerfulness 
with which it was bestowed, His constant and regular attendance on the 
services of the Church, testify to his earnest, practical Christian spirit, which 
was nour{shed and deyeloped by frequent communion with the faithful in “the 
great congregation,” and it is comforting to recall the fact, that although for 
many montbs he had been in feeble health, yet, he was permitted to attend 
service on the very last Sunday of his life. 

He has Jeft an honored name, a wide influence and a nobleexample; and now 
that death has closed the record, we would trustfully believe that our Friend 
and Brother has realized the blessedness of that gracious promise of the Spirit 
unto the Churches, *‘ Be thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a Crown 
of Life’ 

To the near friends and relations, and particularly to her, to whom, amid all 
the public sorrowing, the loss comes with the severest shock and the heaviest 
blow, we tender our sincerest sympathy, in this dark hour of bitter bereavement; 
prayerfully commending her to the never failing compassion of ‘‘Our Father 
which art in Heayen,” r 


IN MEMORIAM 


LLOYD TEVIS 


VESTRYMAN, 1866-1899 


At a meeting of the Vestry held August 17, 1899, the 
Rector submitted the following ‘‘ Minute’? which was unani- 


mously adopted : 


We, the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of Grace Church, in 
special session assembled, desire the following minute placed 
on record, as a tribute of reverent regard to the memory of 
our late colleague, Mr. Lloyd Tevis, who departed this life on 
July 28, 1899, at his home in this city. Mr. Tevis served as a 
Vestryman of this Parish continuously for more than a 
quarter of a century Although well past the allotted age of 
“three score and ten,’* he-was full of vigor and was actively 
engaged in attending to his affairs, as usual, up to within a 
fortnight of his decease. 

Mr. Tevis was preeminently a man of affairs and devoted 
to business. Possessed of indomitable energy and of rare 
ability, with an active, untiring mind, urged on by a strong, 
over-mastering will, he was wonderfully adapted for success- 
ful encounters in the struggle of modern business life He 
was loyal to his friends, a wise and safe counsellor, and his 
helpful advice was ever at the service of all who sought it. 
In the sphere of his domestic life, as a husband, as a father, 
in the family circle, he was a most conspicuous example of 
true devotion and loving affection. 

The sad intelligence of his sudden death comes as a great 
shock to the entire community and forcibly reminds us all, 
once again, of the solemn truth “in the midst of life we 
are in death.” 

RESOLVED: That we do hereby extend our profoundest 
sympathy to the stricken household of our deceased friend 
and fellow Vestryman in this hour of their bitter bereave- 


ment, 


An interesting figure in the history of Grace Parish , 
is the venerable H. J. Fisher. He was a passenger 
on the steamer Golden Gate that brought Bishop 


Kip to San Francisco in 1854, was at once 


engaged as sexton of the church and_ has 


faithfully continued in that capacity, except for 


a brief interval, to the present time.
